THE   UNIVERSITIES   OF  SPAIN— PAST   AND 

PRESENT 


The  Spanish  Renaissance  began  in  a  blaze  of  glory.  It  was  tlie 
new  birth  of  national  life  and  power  as  well  as  of  Spanish  letters. 
The  struggle  of  eight  centuries  was  at  an  end,  the  last  jNIoorish  king- 
dom had  been  taken  and  the  Catholic  Kings  ruled  over  united  Spain  in 
the  same  year  that  Columbus  gave  a  new  world  to  the  ungrateful  coun- 
try of  his  adoption.  As  in  England  during  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  so 
in  Spain  under  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  and  the  House  of  Austria, 
the  national  literature  reflected  strongly  the  triumph  of  national  arms 
and  ideals.  In  1499  Fernando  de  Rojas  published  his  ''Celestina," 
the  first  epoch-making  book  in  the  history  of  Spanish  literature. 
Adventurers  flocked  to  the  Peninsula  from  everywhere,  lured  by  the 
golden  stream  which  flowed  from  the  Americas.  Churchmen  came 
to  Imperial  Toledo  and  with  their  splendor  and  their  presence  turned 
the  ancient  city  into  a  second  Rome,  and  under  their  patronage  the 
great  cathedrals  began  to  be  filled  with  treasures  of  art. 

As  early  as  1254  Pope  Alexander  lY  had  placed  the  University 
of  Salamanca  on  a  par  with  the  three  great  universities  of  Paris, 
Oxford  and  Bologna,  but  it  was  to  surpass  even  those  famous  in- 
stitutions. Scholars  came  hither  to  this  already  venerable  university 
from  all  parts  of  the  world,  anxious  in  their  hunger  for  knowledge 
to  pick  up  the  crumbs  of  learning  which  might  chance  their  way 
from  the  remains  of  Moorish  culture.  The  students  in  the  University 
of  Salamanca  numbered  ten  thousand  and  in  the  streets  of  Salamanca, 
which  soon  grew  from  a  small  town  to  a  prosperous  city,  the  harsh 
guttural *=;  of  the  northern  races  were  heard  as  frequently  as  the 
more  melodious  languages  of  the  South.  The  beginning  of  the 
sixteenth  century  saw  the  founding  of  the  University  of  Alcala  de 
Hen  ares  by  Cardinal  Ximenez,  the  great  minister  of  the  Catholic 
Kings,  and  at  one  period  with  its  twelve  thousand  students  it  was 
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a  formidable  rival  to  that  of  Salamanca.  In  1836  it  was  removed 
tc  the  Spanish  Capital  and  is  now  known  as  the  Universitv  of 
Madrid.  " 

Spain's  era  of  prosperitv  lasted  but  a  brief  period.  Ihe  very 
monarchs,  whose  reign  closed  so  auspiciously,  introduced  the  inquisi- 
tion, the  most  subtile  instrument  for  damping  Spanish  ardor  in  the 
arts  of  peace  and  war.  With  the  national  decline  came  a  corre- 
sponding  decay   in   the   universities   and   literature.      Spain   brought

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forth  her  three  great  writers,  Cervantes,  Lope  de  Vega  and  Quevedo, 
and  sterility  followed  fecundity.  The  House  of  Austria  came  to  an 
end  in  1700  and  with  it  what  little  remained  of  Spanish  virtues, 
Spain  had  sunk  to  a  level  from  which  but  few  nations  rise  again. 

With  the  revolution  of  1868  the  old  order  gave  place  to  the  new 
and  modern  Spain,  as  we  know  it,  came  into  being.  There  was  a 
consequent  revival  of  all  national  activities.  Patriots  appeared  who 
thought  for  their  country  and  not  of  personal  gain.  Schools  were 
established  and  the  universities  reorganized  according  to  the  theories

of  the  nineteenth  century.     However,  the  present  organization  of  the 
Spanish  universities  dates  from  1900. 

As  at  present  constituted,  the  centres  of  education  are  divided  into 
three  categories:  primary,  secondary  or  preparatory,  and  superior  or 
university.  The  first  class  is  supplied  by  the  municipalities  or  by 
licensed  private  schools;  the  second  is  directly  controlled  by  the 
State  and  consists  of  institutes  and  private  colleges  under  govern- 
ment supervision.  The  instruction  in  the  preparatory  schools  con- 
sists of  two  sections,  arts  and  sciences,  and  the  baccalaureate  is  given 
in  these  institutions  and  not  in  the  universities.  The  third  class  is 
made  up  of  the  universities,  which  are  all  supported  by  the  State. 
^Moreover,  in  the  larsjer  cities  there  are  normal  colleo:es,  commercial 
and  language  schools  and  institutions  for  the  primary  instruction 
of  adults.  The  educational  system  of  Spain  is  well  planned  and 
based  on  good  laws  but  the  lack  of  finances  makes  even  the  number 
of  primary  schools  sadly  inadequate  in  small  towns  a'nd  rural 
districts.  The  whole  system  is  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction  and  Fine  Arts. 

Spain  is  divided  into  ten  university  districts  with  uniform  orga- 
nization, which  are  in  order  of  rank:  Madrid,  Barcelona,  Granada, 
Oviedo,  Salamanca,  Santiago,  Seville,  Valencia,  Valladolid  and  Sara- 
gossa.  The  largest  of  these  is  that  of  Madrid  with  about  six  thousand 
live  hundred  students.  At  the  head  of  each  university  is  a  president 
who  has  charge  not  only  of  the  institution  proper,  but  of  all  the 
schools  in  his  district.  The  faculties  are  presided  over  by  deans 
subordinate  to  the  president.  Professors  obtain  their  chairs  in  competi- 
tive examinations,  held  publicly  when  a  vacancy  occurs.  Besides  the 
ten  universities  maintained  by  the  State,  there  are  three  controlled  by 
religious  orders;  but  they  are  not  officially  recognized  and  to  obtain 
credit  for  his  work  in  these  institutions  a  sudent  has  to  pass  the 
prescribed  examinations  in  the  State  universities.  In  the  near  fu- 
ture, the  government  is  to  establish  another  university  in  the  Canary 
Islands  which  are  now  a  province  of  Spain. 

University  instruction  in  Spain  embraces  the  live  faculties  of 
philosophy  and  letters,  sciences,  law,  medicine  and  pharmacy,  all 
of  which  include  several  subdivisions.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that 
theology  is  not  now  taught  in  the  universities  of  Catholic  Spain 
even  though  the  ancient  universities  owe  their  existence  to  papal 
bulls   and   members   of   the   clergv   and   religious   orders   often   hold 
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important  chairs  in  them.     All  five  faculties  exist  and  the  doctorate 
is  conferred  only  in  the  University  of  Madrid.     Modern  languages

are  not  taught  in  the  universities  but  in  the  special  schools  mentioned 
above. 

The  academic  year  begins  the  first  of  October  and  contmues  until 
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the  last  of  ]Mav  with  almost  a  month's  vacation  at  Christmas.  To 
obtain  the  doctorate  in  medicine  seven  years  study  are  necessary; 
this  is  the  longest  course.  The  degree  of  licentiate  is  conferred  after 
six  years  study  in  law,  five  in  pharmacy  and  four  in  the  other  facul- 
ties. These  two  are  the  only  university  degrees;  the  former  is  similar 
to  that  given  in  American  universities,  while  the  latter  is  an  inter- 
mediate stage  between  our  degree  of  Bachelor  and  Master.  The 
student  must  needs  have  attained  the  age  of  sixteen  and  received  the 
baccalaureate  in  arts  or  sciences  before  he  is  permitted  to  enter  the 
university  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree.  The  students  are  divided  into 
two  classes:  official  and  free.  The  official  students  must  attend 
classes  and  stand  examinations  somewhat  less  rigorous  than  those 
given  to  the  students  of  the  latter  class,  who  do  not  attend  classes 
and  matriculate  only  for  the  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  examinations  are  both  oral  and  written,  and  a  second  series 
of  examinations  have  to  be  passed  w^hen  the  student  applies  for  his 
degree.  All  students  pay  thirty  pesetas  or  about  $6.00  for  each 
subject  in  which  they  are  examined.  Women  have  never  been  re- 
fused admittance  to  the  Spanish  universities  and  as  early  as  the 
latter  part  of  the  fifteenth  century  women  students  of  the  humanities 
were  noted  for  their  learning.  But  the  number  of  women  taking  uni- 
versity courses  in  Spain  is  negligible  and  there  are  only  twenty-five, 
all  told,  in  the  University  of  Madrid. 

The  text  books  in  use  are  rather  antiquated  and  most  of  the  pro- 
fessors seem  content  -to  follow^  in  the  methods  of  lecturing  begun  by 
their  predecessors.  The  classics  are  given  the  preference  in  the 
university  curriculm  and  in  addition  the  student  has  to  learn  He- 
brew and  Arabic.  The  university  libraries  are  of  prime  importance 
to  the  student  of  history,  but  of  little  value  to  those  interested  in  the 
movements  of  the  present  day.  However,  these  qualities  are  not 
peculiar  to  Spain  but  are  shared  by  many  professors  and  universities 
throughout  the  world.  Students  who  are  particularly  successful  in 
their  university  work  are  often  granted  government  pensions  for 
study  abroad  and  the  innovations  they  bring  with  them  on  their  re- 
turn are  gradually  but  surely  changing  the  spirit  of  isolation  of  the 
Spanish  jniversities  to  a  better  appreciation  of  things  European. 

Student  life  and  activities,  as  we  know  them,  in  the  United  States, 
do  not  exist  in  Spain.  The  Spanish  student  is  not  given  to  athletic 
sports,  his  surplus  energy  being  devoted  to  much. discussion  of  politics 
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in  the  cafes,  where  he  is  content  to  dream  through  the  afternoon,  and 
occasionally  to  active  interference  in  political  matters.  The  "Fede- 
racion  Nacional  Escolar"'  is  a  strong  but  democratic  student  organiza- 
tion with  members  among  the  undergraduates  of  the  educational  in- 
stitutions throughout  the  country.  Spanish  students  are  very  fond 
of  strikes  to  show  their  disapproval  of  whatever  does  not  please 
them,  whether  concerning  the  university  or  not,  and  the  professor 
usually  retaliates  by  refusing  to  give  the  class  a  passing  mark  at 
examination  time.  From  Christmas  until  the  carnival,  the  streets 
are  paraded  nightly  by  the  so  called  estudiantinas  or  musical  clubs 
of  students.  During  carnival  week  they  go  through  the  streets  in 
fantastic  costumes  asking  alms,  the  proceeds  of  which  in  part  are 
given  to  charity. 

The  great  Spanish  universities  are  no  more.  Fortunately  their 
decay  began  after  they  had  served  their  one  important  function  of  in- 
troducing Arabic  learning  to  Christian  Europe.  The  modern  universi- 
ties are  potent  factors  for  the  making  of  the  new  Spain,  and  it  is 
through  the  teachings  of  their  professors  that  the  country  must  hope 
to  continue  the  work  begun  by  the  commercial  and  intellectual  re- 
vival of  the  present  decade.

THE  TIE  THAT  BINDS 


^'Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds."  Is  it  strange  that  American  college 
men  are  attracted  one  to  another?  Their  ideals  are  high.  As  a 
class  their  aspirations  are  unbounded;  their  ambitions  well  moulded 
and  uplifting.  They  are  of  a  caste  unto  themselves,  and  so  they  hold 
together.  Two  men  are  travelling  across  the  continent.  They  are 
chance  companions  on  one  of  our  great  transcontinental  trains.  One 
sees  that  the  other  wears  a  college  watch  fob.  "You  are  a  college 
man,  I  see.  Where  did  you  attend  school?  "Oh,  at  California."  "Well, 
Virginia  turned  me  out."  And  so,  though  their  alma  maters  be  as 
far  apart  as  the  two  oceans,  they  feel  that  as  college  men  they  have 
an  interest  in  each  other.     As  a  result  of  this  feelins:  both  allow  a 
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greater  intimacy  to  pervade  their  conversation  than  if  the  reverse  were 
true.  In  this  way  many  chance  meetings  come  to  be  productive  of 
friendship  and  profitable  associations.  A  man  running  for  governor 
in  one  of  our  eastern  States  recently  laid  emphasis  on  the  fact  that 
he  was  a  university  graduate  and  asked  for  the  support  of  the  col- 
lege men  in  his  campaign.  He  realized  the  strength  of  the  college 
tie.    He  desired  a  place  within  its  clasp,  realizing  its  effectiveness. 

An  educational  magazine  having  a  national  circulation  recently 
told  of  a  case  which  illustrates  the  remarkable  effectiveness  of  this 
college  tie.  It  is  also  illustrative  of  the  strength  of  alumni  devotion. 
For  political  reasons  the  president  of  a  normal  school  in  one  of 
our  leading  midwest  States  was  forced  to  resign  by  the  State  normal 
board.  The  action  of  the  board  was  resented  by  the  public  in  general 
but  by  the  alumni  of  the  normal  in  particular.  The  latter  not  only 
protested  against  the  president's  removal  but  when  he  was  removed 
they  organized  a  "boom"  for  him  and  through  their  efforts  he  was 
elected  State  superintendent  of  schools  by  an  overwhelming  majority. 
The  bitterness  of  the  pill  thus  administered  by  the  alumni  can  best 
be  realized  when  it  is  understood  that  now  the  ex-normal  president 
was  ex-officio  secretary  of  the  same  board  which  had  six  months  be- 
fore ousted  him  from  the  normal.  The  men  that  organized  the  ousted 
president's  boom  understood  and  were  prompted  by  the  working 
spirit  of  the  college  tie. 

Within  the  fold  of  the  American  colleges  has  grown  up  the  fra- 
ternity system.  Of  late  years  its  importance  has  greatly  increased. 
Fraternity  as  a  word  and  as  a  system  suggests  a  bond,  a  bond  of 
brotherhood  holding  its  members  fast  wdthin  an  organization:  aye,  a 
system  of  organizations.  The  beauty  of  this  system  is  that  it  is  not 
separate  from,  but  a  part  of  the  college  system.  So  the  man  who  be- 
longs to  a  fraternity  is  in  the  grip  of  a  triple  corded  knot.  He  is 
held  firmly  by  the  college  tie,  by  the  tie  inherent  in  the  fraternity 
system,  and  by  the  bond  of  his  own  organization.  While  a  visitor 
on  the  campus  of  the  Ohio  State  University,  recently,  I  heard  this 
story.  It  seems  that  a  young  man,  a  graduate  therefrom,  had  gone 
West  and  settled  in  a  Nebraska  town.  He  was  a  strong  party  Demo- 
crat. It  was  the  year  that  Governor  Aldrich  of  that  State  was  run- 
ning for  election  in  opposition  to  the  cowboy  mayor  of  Omaha.  This 
youth  was  supporting  the  cowboy  and  decrying  Aldrich,  even  to  the 
extent  of  slander.     One  day  he  read  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  C.  H. 
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Aldrich  in  which  he  found  out  that  Aldrich  was  also  a  graduate  of 
Ohio  State  and  a  member  of  the  same  chapter  of  Sigma  Chi  to  which 
he  himself  belonged.  So  he  ceased  his  slanderous  statements,  though 
he  continued  to  support  the  cowboy,  Dahlman.  This  is  an  instance 
where  combined  college  and  fraternity  bonds  acted  for  good. 

Fraternity  men  are  more  apt  to  make  chance  meetings  productive 
of  friendships  than  are  those  who  are  merely  college  men.  They 
have  a  common  interest  in  addition  to  that  which  others  have.  A 
Delta  Tau  meets  a  Kappa  Alpha.  They  are  drawn  to  each  other 
by  the  college  tie  and  by  the  Greek  tie  and  may  spend  an  enjoyable 
hour  together  in  discussion  of  points  of  common  interest.  This  may 
and  often  does  lead  to  lasting  friendship. 

Now  then  add  the  third  twist  to  the  knot  and  the  bond  is  com- 
plete. This  is  the  fraternity  tie.  All  have  doubtless  heard  the  story 
of  the  two  Betas  who  were  working  together  on  an  engineering  project 
in  \A'yoming.  Both  were  newcomers  in  the  camp  and  were  set  up 
against  each  other  in  a  fight  by  the  others  there.  As  they  faced 
each  other,  throwing  coats  aside,  each  saw  that  the  other  wore  a  Beta 
pin.     There  was  no  fight.     The  men  in  the  camp  never  knew  w^hy. 

In  our  fraternity  perhaps  none  of  the  lay  members  have  traveled 
more  about  the  country  than  J.  D.  Griffin,  N.  Y.  Alpha,  or  W.  ^. 
Brock,  N.  C.  Beta.  I  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet  both  of  these 
men  and  hear  them  tell  of  the  "glad  hand"  they  get  from  the  brothers 
everywhere.  When  they  reach  a  place  where  Sigma  Phi  Epsilons  live 
they  are  not  only  made  to  feel  at  home  but  are  made  to  feel  that 
an  interest  is  had  in  their  welfare.  They  say  that  the  treatment  given 
them  by  the  brothers  as  they  have  gone  from  place  to  place  is  a  reve- 
lation,  an  inspiration,   an  uplift. 

One  final  illustration'  of  this  binding  influence  and  I  am  done. 
In  1911  a  brother  went  from  Delaware  Alpha  to  Pittsburgh  w^here  he 
was  to  work  for  an  electrical  company.  At  the  end  of  the  first  day 
another  man  new  in  the  work  there  was  introduced  to  him  by  the 
employer,  as  the  two  were  to  be  closely  associated.  In  telling  me  of 
the  matter  later  my  Delaware  Alpha  friend  said  that  he  knew  the 
other  man  was  a  college  man  or  he  would  not  be  working  there.  At 
length  he  asked  him  from  w^hat  school  he  had  graduated.  The  reply 
was,  "Nebraska."  This  was  just  two  months  or  so  after  the  in- 
stallation of  Nebraska  Alpha.  The  Delaware  man  went  on,  "And 
do  you  know  anything  of  the  new  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  chapter  there?" 
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The  other  threw  back  his  coat  displaying  a  "heart."  'T  guess  I  do. 
I'm  one,"  was  the  reply.  The  two  became  roommates  and  from  then 
on  were  as  one  in  an  honored  brotherhood. 

Such  is  the  tie  that  binds.  It  holds  the  highest  ideals  of  college 
life  aloft  in  such  a  way  as  to  unite  into  a  union  of  spirit,  not  only 
a  local  chapter  membership,  l)ut  a  body  of  widely  scattered  American 
men.     Its  grip  on  college  manhood  is  firm  and  lasting.

ALUMNI  INTEREST 


The  active  chapter  of  a  college  fraternity  forms  the  gateway  and 
the  vestibule  of  another  realm  of  collegiate  experience.  It  is  a  place 
wherein  the  youth  by  his  own  volition  enters  into  a  compact  with 
others  of  a  like  temperament.  The  agreement  is  to  further  the  highest 
of  ideals.  One  of  the  important  features  of  the  compact  is  that  it  is 
life  long  and  finds  its  expression  in  organization.  Our  fraternity  then 
is  not  a  society  that  is  apart  from  us.  It  cannot  flourish  without  our 
efforts  for  it  is  us.  This  being  true,  every  act  of  ours  in  forwarding 
a  fraternity  enterprise  is  an  act  tending  to  strengthen  our  brotherhood. 
Similarly  every  act  of  neglect  is  a  force  of  weakening. 

But  when  is  a  man  excused  from  serving  the  interests  of  his  fra- 
ternity? Is  it  at  the  completion  of  his  college  course?  A  fraternity 
should  not  be  so  poor  a  thing  that  one  can  cease  to  render  it  devoted 
service  at  the  end  of  a  term  of  active  membership.  And  it  is  not. 
Does  not  every  fraternity  member  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  his 
fraternity  for  helpful  and  effective  influence?  At  the  most  our  fra- 
ternity asks  but  small  service  of  us  after  we  leave  the  active  chapter. 
Should  we  not  attempt  to  cancel  our  debt  to  the  brotherhood  we  love 
by  performing  the  small  concrete  services  so  seldom  asked  of  us? 

I  have  heard  some  men  say  that  they  would  like  to  help  their  fra- 
ternity were  it  no  for  the  fact  that  the  active  chapter  through  which 
help  is  in  the  most  cases  given  does  not  seem  to  appreciate  the  ser- 
vices rendered.     "Th  actives  make  so  many  mistakes.     They  act  so 
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unwisely  at  times  and  are  drawn  into  tighter  places  than  they  have 
any  right  to  be  drawn  into.  Why  dont  the  actives  use  more  judg- 
ment and  ofreater  common  sense  in  their  business  dealin2;s?  If  thev 
did  they  would  not  need  help  from  the  outside."  Well,  ]Mr.  All-^^'ise 
Alumnus,  have  you  forgotten  the  days  when  you  were  in  touch  with 
an  active  chapter?  \Miat  has  brought  about  the  change  in  your  view- 
point? What  else  than  experience?  Do  you  not  remember  how, 
even  when  vou  were  an  active  member  of  a  thoroughlv  organized 
chapter  in  which  every  man  was  ready  to  do  his  part,  that  now  and 
then  a  crisis  would  arise?  Your  men  at  that  time  were  able  fellows. 
Your  chapter  was  in  good  working  order.  W^hat  was  the  matter? 
Lack  of  knowledge;  lack  of  experience.  It  is  the  fact  that  we  alumni 
are  richer  in  experience  that  has  changed  our  point  of  view.  Let  us 
therefore  be  tolerant  when  we  consider  the  mistakes  our  active  brothers 
make.  We  cannot  expect  nor  would  any  of  us  wish  boys  of  a  univer- 
sity age  to  be  so  old  and  hardened  in  business  principles  that  they 
would  be  infallible  in  their  dealings.  That  would  make  them  pre- 
matureh'  old.  Sucli  a  development  is  only  gained  by  a  combination 
of  ability,  education  and  experience.  Let  us  remember  that  college 
boys  are  the  same  now  as  in  the  days  when  we  went  to  school  and 
that  they  ever  will  be  the  same. 

The  keynote  of  the  understanding  desirable  between  alumni  and 
activities  should  be  sympathy.  The  alumnus  should  recall  the  part  he 
played  in  the  growth  of  the  active  chapter  when  he  was  in  college.  The 
actives  should  realize  that  alumni  have  gone  through  experiences  simi- 
lar to  those  through  which  they  are  now  passing  and  will  consequently 
understand  their  difficulties.  They  should  know  also  that  if  they  ex- 
ercise a  reasonable  amount  of  judgment  in  meeting  iheir  problems, 
the  alumni  will  gladly  give  them  aid.  Both  actives  and  alumni 
should  understand  that  they  are  striving  to  work  out  the  fraternity 
ideals  together.  Let  both  see  that  they  have  a  common  cause  and 
that  it  may  not  be  appreciably  advanced  without  united  and  con- 
sistent effort. 

Actives  and  alumni — divided  we  fall;  united  we  stand.

Shall  we  look  at  the  man  as  we  see  him  in  his  college  life  and 
judge  him  from  what  he  there  seems  to  be?  Or  shall  we  follow  him 
further  back  and  observe  him  as  he  is  in  his  home,  following  his 
life  from  there  until  he  has  gained  for  himself  a  place  of  recognition 
in  the  world  outside?  Let  us  first  watch  him  as  he  is  at  home.  We 
see  him  there  as  one  ever  ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  those  about 
him.  He  is  the  comfort  and  help  of  his  mother,  the  confidant  of  his 
father,  the  hero  of  younger  brothers.  His  life  reflects  unselfishness. 
He  knows  how  to  sacrifice  his  pleasure  for  the  well  being  of  others. 

In  development  his  youth  is  governed  by  the  ideal  of  the  triangle. 
The  triangle,  too,  is  equilateral^  He  works  for  the  upbuilding  of 
spirit,  mind  and  body.  Conscientiousness  is  a  part  of  his  nature. 
An  understanding  of  the  sacredness  of  his  relations  as  a  man  to  men, 
as  a  man  to  God,  is  his.  His  acts  of  fellowship  and  sonship  are 
governed  accordingly.

His  bodily 
developmen.t  is  two  fold  and  seems  to  overlap  in  a  measure  ihe  other 
two  sides  of  the  triangle.     He  grows  physically  and  socially. 

The  same  trend  of  growth  is  manifest  in  him  when  he  reaches 
college.  He  possesses  that  quality,  somewhat  intangible,  which  we 
are  pleased  to  call  college  spirit.  He  accomplishes  his  tasks;  he 
overcomes  the  problems  of  study;  he  busies  himself  physically  and 
socially.  If  he  has  not  the  advantages  that  others  have,  he  seeks  to 
make  up  the  difference.     If  he  has  advantages  superior  to  his  mates 
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he  is  not  exclusive  nor  inclined  to  look  down  on  them.     Such  a  one 
is  a  student,  an  American,  a  democrat,  and  above  all  a  man. 

His  after  life  will  be  but  an  outgrowth  of  his  former  tendencies 
and  experiences.  Wherever  he  may  be,  he  will  be  willing  to  do  his 
part  well,  be  it  large  or  small.  The  man  having  such  a  life  as  his 
ideal  with  be  able  to  smile  when  things  go  wrong.  He  will  be  loyal 
to  his  brothers.  He  will  be  an  arm  of  support  to  his  fraternity.  Such 
is  our  ideal  of  an  all  around  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.

THE   RESPONSIBI1.it Y    OF    COLLEGE   FRA- 
TERNITIES  REGARDING   HIGH  SCHOOL 
FRATERNITIES 


High  school  fraternities  have  sprung  up  and  flourished  from  one 
of  the  same  causes  that  has  operated  to  develop  the  college  fraternity 
name!}-,  the  longing  of  youth  to  ''belong"  to  sometiiing  that  is  ex- 
clusive and  that  is  for  that  reason  presumably  superior. 

If  college  fraternities  had  no  other  or  better  ground  for  support 
than  this  they  ought  all  to  be  abolished,  for  there  is  danger  of  harm 
in  all  of  them. 

But  all  of  the  sincere  criticisms  made  of  the  college  fraternity  system 
are  based  either  upon  ignorance  or  upon  faults  that  can  be  corrected. 
Furthermore,  there  are  weighty  arguments  in  their  favor.  The  chief 
of  these  arguments  are  based  upon  the  faci  that  college  life  is  not 
at  all  a  natural  but  wholly  an  artificial  condition  of  things  made 
necessary  in  the  modern  world  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  economy 
and  effectiveness  in  higher  education.  The  young  men  and  w^omen 
are  away  from  home  and  its  ties;  the  family  influences,  so  important 
in  the  development  of  youth  that  they  are  provided  by  nature  (for 
the  family  is  a  natural  group)  these  ties  are  broken  or  w^eakened 
and  many  college  students — not  all  perhaps — seriously  need  the 
brotherly  or  sisterly  bond  that  a  good  fraternity  supplies. 

The  colleges  neglected  this  great  responsibility  and  therefore  the 
American  college  fraternity  system  grew^  up  and  has  become  wide- 
spread and  powerful  for  good,  if  wisely  used  and  controlled. 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  weak  and  unnatural  imitations  that  have 
grown  up  in  the  high  schools,  while,  they  have  all  the  faults  and 
dangers  that  may  be  found  in  college  fraternities,  intensified  because 
of  the  immaturity  of  their  members,  have  absolutely  none  of  the 
ground  for  existence  which  justifies  our  support  of  the  college  fra- 
ternities. The  wastefulness,  extravagance,  selfishness,  snobbishness, 
insubordination,  are  all  here  in  discouraging  prevalence  and  offensive 
shape.  There  is  no  need  for  them,  and  their  usefulness  and  harm- 
fulness  are  recognized  among  school  authorities  are  coming  to  be  so 
recognized  by  legislatures  and  gradually  by  the  body  of  parents  every- 
where. However,  there  are  still  many  who  do  not  think  this  matter 
through  clearly,  and  unless  some  other  influence  controls  these  orga- 
nizations soon,  they  will  be  dealt  with  by  State  legislatures  generally, 
as  they  have  already  been  dealt  with  in  eight  or  ten  States,  and 
sweeping  action  may  result  in  the  exclusion  of  "secret  societies"  from 
all  public  institutions,  including  State  colleges  and  universities.  This 
has  been  'lone  already  in  two  States. 

The  situation  is  plainly  in  the  hands  of  the  college  fraternities.  If 
the  leading  college  fraternities  were  to  unite  in  an  agreement  to  ex- 
clude from  their  membership  any  student,  acter  a  fixed  drite,  w^ho  had 
ever  joined  any  secret  society  before,  they  would  accomplish  two 
things:  First,  they  would  free  themselves  from  the  dangers  of  sweep- 
ing State  legislation  hinted  at  above ;  second,  they  would  very  quickly 
and  thoroughly  solve  a  difficult  problem  for  the  entire  country  and 
would  thus  earn  the  lasting  gratitude  of  all  sensible  and  well  in- 
formed people.

THE  ALUMNI  AND  THE  FRATERNITY 


From  time  to  time  there  have  appeared  in  the  pages  of  this  Journal 
articles  dealing  with  the  relation  of  the  alumni  and  the  chapters. 
These  articles  generally  have  dealt  with  methods  of  keeping  the 
alumni  interested  in  their  respective  Chapters.  The  Fraternity  also 
must  find  a  way  to  keep  the  alumni  interested  in  its  welfare  or  fail 
of  full  success. 
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That  the  alumni  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  are  not  as  a  body  interested 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Fraternity  is  undoubtedly  true.  For  this  state 
of  affairs  the  Chapters  are  partly  to  blame;  the  alumni  are  also 
at  fault;  the  Fraternity  is  responsible.  The  Chapters  are  in  many 
cases  trying  to  remedy  existing  conditions;  the  alumni  are  willing  to 
meet  an}-  measure  half-way;  the  Fraternity  has  failed  to  make  any 
effort  to  help.  Is  this  failure  due  to  a  lack  of  a  thorough  under- 
standing of  conditions  or  to  a  consciously  devised  scheme  or  to  in- 
difference  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Chapter? 

The  problem  is  clear  and  its  solution  vital  if  the  Fraternity  is  to 
accomplish  all  that  its  present  active  members  and  a  few  of  its 
alumni  members  expect  it  to  accomplish.  The  first  step  in  the 
solution  of  this  difficulty  is  effective  organization  of  the  alumni. 
The  incentive  to  organize  must  come  from  the  Fraternity,  and  a 
very  large  part  of  the  work  of  organizing  will  have  to  be  done  by 
those  to  whom  the  active  management  of  the  Fraternity  has  been 
delegated. 

At  the  present  time  the  Grand  Chapter  is  composed  entirely  of 
delegates  chosen  by  the  several  Chapters  and  of  the  National  Officers. 
The  alumni,  as  such,  are  not  recognized  in  any  way  in  this  centrr.l 
organization.  Is  it  strange  that  they  have  lost  all  interest?  Would 
representation  in  the  management  of  the  Fraternity  be  any  incentive 
to  the  alumni  to  become  organized? 

An  examination  of  the  working  of  those  college  alumni  associa- 
tions, which  have  done  most  for  their  collesres  directlv  bv  financial 
aid  and  indirectly  in  many  ways,  brings  out  two  very  important 
facts.  The  first  of  these  is  that  the  college  authorities  are  making 
great  efforts  to  help  the  alumni  bodies;  the  second  is  that  in  some 
manner  these  associations  are  given  a  voice  in  the  management  of  the 
institution  with  which  they  are  connected.  A  study  of  various  un- 
dergraduate activities  shows  that  the  most  successful  of  these  re- 
ceive alumni  advice  and  follow  alumni  guidance.  Here  then  seems 
to  be  the  point  at  which  to  begin  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  the 
relations  of  the  Fraternity  and  the  Alumni. 

The  most  important  result  of  any  successful  system  would  be  an 
organized  body  of  alumni  working  hand  in  hand  with  the  Chapters 
for  the  good  of  the  Fraternity  and  of  the  various  Chapters.  Local 
interest,  always  the  most  important  of  the  Chapters,  would  no  longer 
be  the  main  force  in  Fraternitv.     For  not  onlv  at  the  Conclave  but 
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during  the  time  between  the  Conclaves,  the  alumni  would  keep  these 
broader  questions  before  the  active  members.  This  would  result  in 
better  and  more  useful  Conclaves,  and  would  unify  the  Fraternity. 

So  long  as  the  present  policy  is  followed  the  alumni,  as  a  body, 
will  have  but  little  interest  in  the  Fraternity,  and  even  the  small 
number  now  interested  will  not  remain  so  long.  So  long  as  the 
present  system  is  maintained  the  efforts  of  the  Chapters  to  hold  the 
interest  of  their  alumni  will  be  only  partly  successful.  So  long  as 
this  plan  continues  the  Fraternity  will  lose  the  influence  of  its  alumni. 
Since  it  is  through  its  alumni  that  a  fraternity's  influence  is  felt, 
no  fraternity  can  afford  to  use  such  a  system.

AS  A  LOCAL 


•  A  great  deal  cannot  be  said  about  Pi  Delta  Sigma.  She  was  the 
last  fraternity  to  be  organized  at  Brown.  Being  the  youngest  of 
twenty  fraternities,  most  of  which  were  national,  she  had  to  cautiously 
feel  her  way  along;  but  now  that  she  is  full  grown,  everything  points 
to  great  success. 

Pi  Delta  Sigma  was  founded  at  Brown  on  April  29,  1910,  as  an 
organization  without  a  name.

On  May  6,  1910  shel  became  affiliated  with  Pi  Delta  Sigma,  a 
local  at  Clark  University,  to  form  a  national  and  print  charters  and 
certificates  of  memberships;  and  to  file  incorporation  papers  witli 
the   State.

Dean  Depew  McBrien,  our  contributing  editor,  hails  from  the  mid- 
dle West.  He  was  born  early  in  the  nineties  at  Tecumseh,  Nebraska. 
His  father  was  a  school  man  and  as  most  school  men  are  rovers  (Mr. 
McBrien  not  excepted)  Dean  had  the  opportunity  of  living  succesively 
at  Orleans,  Geneva,  and  Lincoln.  Now  he  is  trying  to  be  a  school 
man  himself  and  has  lately  moved  to  Phillips,  Nebraska,  where  he  is 
at  the  head  of  the  schools.  The  greater  part  of  his  education  was  ob- 
tained at  Lincoln,  where  he  graduated  from  the  high  school  in  1909. 
He  enered  the  University  of  Nebraska  the  same  fall  and  received  his 
certificate  at  the  end  of  the  1912  summer  session.  While  in  the  high 
school  he  was  an  editor  of  The  Weekly  Advocate  as  well  as  high 
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school  reporter  for  the  Lincoln  Journal.     In  the  university  he  was  for 
three  years  a  member  of  the  "Cornhusker"  staff,  and  was  business

On  December  13th  mingled  emotions  filled  the  hearts  of  the 
members  of  the  University  of  ^Michigan  Keystone  Club.  Each  man 
found  himself  going  backward  in  memory  over  the  time  that  had 
elapsed  since  he  had  united  with  the  club,  and  on  this  last  day  of 
the  existence  of  the  organization  there  was  very  naturally  a  touch 
of  sadness  in  the  hearts  of  the  men  who  had  given  freely  of  their 
time  and  energy  to  make  it  what  it  was,  who  had  given  so  much  to 
it  and  had  received  so  much  from  it  in  return,  as  they  awaited  the 
dawn  of  the  day  that  would  mark  the  end  of  its  existence  as  a 
sectional  club  and  its  passage  into  history.  But  this  feeling  was 
swept  away  by  the  joy  of  looking  forward  to  the  privelege  of  com- 
ing into  The  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity  and  by  the  hopes  and 
aspirations  of  all  for  a  broader,  fuller,  finer  existence  as  the  Michigan 
Alpha  Chapter  of  that  fraternity. 

On  the  afternoon  of  December  13th  Brother  Phillips  arrived  in 
Ann  Arbor  and  was  warmly  welcomed.  The  next  morning  Brother 
Collins  and  Brother  Ducy,  of  the  Ohio  Delta  Chapter;  Brother  Miller, 
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of  Ohio  Gamma;  Brother  Burnside,  an  alumnus  of  West  Virginia 
Beta,  now  of  Detroit;  Brother  Friedmann,  of  Indiana  Alpha,  and 
Brother  Fisher  of  Ohio  Gamma,  both  now  residents  of  Detroit; 
Brother  INIoore,  of  New  York  Alpha,  and  Brother  Armstrong,  of 
Ohio  Delta,  now  a  student  of  INIichigan  University;  arrived  on  the 
scene  of  action. 

The  installing:  committee  began  the  task  of  the  day  at  an  early

hour  and  finished  the  work  of  initiation  shortly  after  six  o'clock  in 
the  evening.

During  the  year   1905   a  group  of  INIichigan  University  students 
from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  met  and  discussed  the  advisabilitv'

of  forming  a  club  in  which  the  membership  should  be  limited  to  stu- 
dents from  the  old  Keystone  State.  They  believed  that  if  such  an 
organization  should  be  formed  the  men  from  Pennsylvania  could  be 
brought  closer  together,  the  manv  interests  which  thev  had  in  common

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could  be  better  served  and  the  years  they  spent  in  Ann  Arbor  could 
l:e  made  more  pleasant  and  profitable  by  the  fellowship  and  intimate 
association  that  would  exist  among  the  members  of  such  a  club.  It 
was  proposed  to  secure  and  furnish  a  suitable  house  and  thus  pro- 
vide a  home  in  the  university  for  those  who  might  become  connected 
with  the  club. 

This  little  band  had  carefully  considered  the  step  they  were  about 
to  take  and  had  weighed  the  difficulties  they  w'ould  face  and  had

counted  the  desirable  men  who  would  take  part  in  the  undertaking. 
Consequently  the  proposed  organization  w^as  soon  a  reality.  The 
founders  very  wisely  looked  far  into  the  future  and  saw  the  pos- 
sibilities of  the  new  club  and  they  determined  that  a  foundation 
should  be  laid  upon  which  a  great  structure  could  be  built  as  the 
years  went  by. 

With  great  care  a  constitution  and  by-laws  w^ere  drawn  up  and 
adopted  and  a  ritual  provided  which  gave  the  organization  the  gen- 
eral characteristics  of  a  fraternity.  The  fraternal  spirit  was  then 
and  has  continued  to  be  very  strong  among  the  members,  and  caused 
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the  organization  to  be  a  real  fraternity,  though  it  was  not  given  the 
name  of  fraternity  but  was  called  a  local  sectional  club. 

The  first  home  was  on  Fourth  Avenue  in  the  house  now  occupied 
by  the  Rocky  Mountain  Club.  After  a  few  years  had  passed  the 
members  decided  to  make  a  change  and  moved  into  the  house  on 
South  State  Street  where  they  continued  to  live  until  the  Keystone 
Club  went  out  of  existence  on  December  14,  1912  when  the  Michigan 
Alpha  Chapter  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity  was  installed. 

Through  the  early  years  of  its  existence  the  club  had  many  prob- 
lems to  solve  as  it  had  no  alumni  to  aid  it,  but  soon  it  became  one 
of  the  leading  clubs  in  the  university  and  has  ever  since  held  a 
high  place  among  the  many  sectional  clubs  in  Michigan.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Keystone  Club  have  always  been  active  in  campus  af- 
fairs and  have  done  their  part  in  athletics  and  in  the  class  room, 
and  many  alumni  are  now  out  in  the  world  occupying  prominent 
positions  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

The  members  of  the  club  finally  came  to  feel  that  a  wider  and 
more  important  field  would  be  opened  to  them  if  they  could  secure 
a  charter  from  some  leading  fraternity.  Brother  S.  B.  Mitchell, 
formerly  of  Ohio  Alpha  Chapter,  entered  Michigan  University  in 
the  fall  of  1911  and  became  a  member  of  the  Keystone  Club  at  a 
time  when  the  advisability  of  applying  for  a  charter  was  being 
considered.  At  the  request  of  the  club  he  took  the  matter  up  with 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity  and  at 
the  conclave  held  at  Detroit,  Michigan  in  August,  1912  a  charter 
was  granted. 

The  Keystone  Club  during  the  years  of  its  existence  developed 
and  grew  and  made  an  important  place  for  itself  in  Alichigan  Uni- 
versity, but  as  its  members  take  their  places  in  the  brotherhood  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  realizing  their  duties  and  privileges  and  oppor- 
tunities, they  feel,  as  the  look  forward  into  the  future,  that  only  a  be- 
ginning has  been  made,  and  they  go  forward  with  glad  hearts,  filled 
with  a  new  energy,  a  new  determination,  a  new  inspiration  to  me^^t 
the  years  that  are  to  come. 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
MICHIGAN 


The  Universit}  of  ^lichigan,  like  many  State  universities  of  the 
middle  West,  had  its  origin  in  important  legislation  enacted  toward 
the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century.  It  is  a  matter  of  history  that 
shortly  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War  the  then  existing 
States  ceded  to  the  Congress  created  by  the  articles  of  Confederation 
the  great  Northwest  Territory.  This  Congress  in  providing  for  the 
government  of  this  territory  passed  an  ordinance  which  has  become 
famous  in  history  as  the  Ordinance  of  1787.  One  of  the  most  im- 
portant provisions  of  this  ordinance  was  expressed  by  those  pioneer 
statesmen  in  the  following  words:  "Religion,  morality  and  knowledge 
being  necessary  to  good  government  and  the  happiness  of  mankind, 
schools  and  the  means  of  education  shall  be  forever  encouraged."  In 
addition  to  this  general  statement  Congress  provided  that  not  less 
than  two  townships  should  be  set  aside  in  every  State  formed  from 
this  great  territory  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining 
a  university. 

In  1804  the  Northwest  Territory  was  divided  into  territories  com- 
prising in  a  general  way  the  present  states  of  Indiana,  Illinois  and 
Michigan  and  at  the  same  time  one  township  in  each  territory  was 
reserved  for  the  use  of  an  institution  of  learning. 

In  1817  while  Michigan  was  yet  a  territory  there  was  founded 
the  nucleus  of  what  later  became  her  State  university.  This  institution 
was  known  as  the  Catholepistemiad  or  University  of  Michigan. 
It  was  situated  in  the  city  of  Detroit.  In  1821  by  an  act  of  ter- 
ritorial legislature  the  name  was  changed  to  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan. For  six  years  after  this  change  in  name  the  university  strug- 
^'ed  against  all  manner  of  hardships  and  finally  in  1827  dwindled 
and  died. 

Michigan  was  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State  in  1835  and  two 
vears  later  the  State  legislature  passed  an  act  re-establishing  the 
University  of  Michigan.  Its  location  was  changed  from  Detroit  to 
the  little  village  of  Ann  Arbor.  Plans  for  the  buildings  were  imme- 
diately put  on  foot  and  soon  after  the  actual  work  of  construction

was  started.  Five  buildings  were  erected,  two  of  which  were  used 
as  dormatories,  two  as  homes  for  professors  and  one  for  the  hearing 
of  recitations. 

In  the  fall  of  1841  the  University  was  opened  with  five  students, 
four  of  whom  were  freshmen,  the  other  being  a  sophomore.  The  next 
ten  years  was  a  struggle  for  existence.  The  sale  of  university  lands 
did  not  bring  in  the  returns  expected.  A  large  debt  had  been  con- 
tracted and  no  means  were  at  hand  with  which  to  pay  it.  On  several 
occasions  there  was  not  even  enough  money  in  the  treasury  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers. 

With  the  election  of  Dr.  Tappan  to  the  presidency  in  1852  better 
times  were  in  store  for  ^Michigan.  Dr.  Tappan  was  a  man  of  rare 
learning  and  an  unusual  amount  of  executive  ability.  Through  his 
untiring  efforts  the  debt  was  paid  off  and  a  new  life  and  interest  was 
aroused  and  Michigan  grew  and  prospered. 

From  five  students  in  1841  Michigan  has  grown  to  five  thousand 
in  1912.  To  the  one  school  of  Literature,  Science  and  Arts  which  she 
opened  in  1841  the  schools  of  Medicine,  Law,  Engineering,  Pharmacy 
and  Dentistry  have  been  added  from  time  to  time.        . 

Fraternity  life  made  its  first  appearance  on  the  Michigan-'Campus 
in  1844.  The  chapters  of  Chi  Psi  and  Beta  Theta  Pi  were  estab"-^' 
lished  that  year.  For  three  years  after  their  installation  they  were 
kept  secret  but  in  1847  the  faculty  became  cognizant  of  their  existance 
and  immediately  an  investigation  was  started  which  resulted  in  an 
attempt  to  suppress  Greek  Letter  Societies.  Laws  were  passed  pro- 
hibiting their  existence  and  those  men  who  refused  to  withdraw  from 
membership  in  their  respective  fraternities  were  expelled.  The  in- 
justic  of  these  expulsions  aroused  such  hostile  feeling  not  only  among 
fraternity  men,  but  all  over  the  State  of  Michigan  that  the  faculty 
were  compelled  in  1850  to  lift  the  ban  and  reinstate  the  men  who 
had  been  expelled. 

With  the  installation  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  fraternity  on 
December  14,  1912  the  number  of  fraternities  has  grown  from  the 
two  established  in  1844  to  twenty-two  general  fraternities  and 
eighteen  professional  ones. 
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This  is  the  first  issue  since  our  Founder's  Day  and  the  Journal 
staff  has  made  an  effort  to  dedicate  this  issue  to  the  Founders,  but 
responses  to  our  various  requests  were  slow  and 
Founders'  Day.  the  staff  is  somewhat  disappointed  that  this  issue 
cannot  be  made  one  in  honor  of  the  founding  of 
our  fraternity.  Perhaps  a  later  issue  will  contain  the  material  we 
had  expected  to  have  at  this  time.  Remember  that  November  1st  is 
Founders'  Day — the  day  that  we  should  have  celebrated.  What  would 
be  more  appropriate  than  for  each  chapter,  in  some  way,  to  make 
a  proper  observance  of  this  event?  We  are  informed  that  it  is  a 
custom  with  some  of  our  chapters  to  observe  in  some  way  this  day, 
it  should  be  so  with  all  chapters.  The  event  carries  with  it,  a  sig- 
nificance deeper  in  purpose,  than  a  mere  celebration  in  memory  of 
the  six  men  who  launched  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in  the  Greek  world 
of  the  American  college.  It  stands  for  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love  which 
prompted  these  men  to  found  an  organization  which  has  taken  a  very 
prominent  place  in  the  affairs  of  Greek  society.  We  take  very  much 
the  same  attitude  as  one  of  exchanges  which  says  "Have  your  celebra- 
tion of  Founders'  Day.  Consecrate  anew  your  heart  and  your  life 
tendencies  to  helpfulness,  to  love  of  mankind,  and  to  the  upbuilding 
of  American  boyhood  and  ask  yourself  when  it  is  over  if  you  are  not 
a  better  man  therefor."  Chapters  take  action  and  make  this  day 
annually  a  memorable  one.

He  spoke 
in  opposition  to  them  at  every  turn  in  the  road; 
he  held  up  their  scholarship  records  to  ridicule  every  chance  he  had. 
Three  of  the  fraternity  chapters  undertook  to  improve  their  record. 
They  sought  periodical  reports  as  to  the  standings  of  their  members 
in  their  classes.  Most  of  the  instructors  complied  with  the  request. 
This  man   consistently  refused  to  help  the   societies  out.      If  their 
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schemes  were  to  succeed,  his  '"thunder"  would  be  stolen  from  him. 
No  longer  would  he  be  able  to  talk  poor  scholarship  as  concerns  the 
fraternities,  if  he  aided  their  honest  efforts.  He  preferred  to  hold 
on  to  his  "thunder"  even  when  by  so  doing,  he  was  encouraging  the 
evil  which  he  was  so  prone  to  denounce.  He  still  blames  the  fra- 
ternities for  that  which  he  refused  to  help  them  stamp  out.  We  be- 
lieve and  hope  that  such  men  are  the  exception  among  the  faculty 
men  of  the  American  colleges.  Honest  men  are  in  place  most  every- 
where. 


In  our  last  issue  in  these  columns  appeared  an  article  on  "New 
Men,"  two  things  being  suggested,  which  if  follow^ed,  would  certainly 

prove  of  value  to  our  chapters.     A  perusal  of  the 
Welcome.        chapter  letters  of  this  issue  reminds  us  that  our 

chapters  are  pledging  Freshmen  who  will  uphold 
the  standards  mentioned  in  the  article  referred  to  above.  Reports 
from  chapters  indicate  generally  a  very  successful  rushing  season, 
and  to  all  our  new  "goats"  and  initiates,  we  extend  a  hearty  welcome 
into  a  fraternity  whose  ideals  and  purposes  are  high  and  whose  work 
is  never  ended.  There  is  an  open  field  of  duty  for  each  new  initiate 
and  they  may  reap  according  to  the  amount  of  effort  given  their 
labors.  New  and  old,  let  us  all  with  one  united  effort  strive  to  place 
the  good  name  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  even  higher  in  the  Greek 
world  than  it  is  at  the  present  time. 

Also,  at  this  time,  we  wish  to  welcome  into  our  fraternity  our  new 
chapters  which  have  been  placed  during  the  school  year  and  we 
take  this  opportunity  in  behalf  of  the  fraternity  to  extend  the 
heartiest  welcome  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  to  them. 

In  our  last  number  we  called  to  the  attention  of  our  chapters,  the 

necessity  for  promptness  with  material  for  publication.     It  has  long 

since  been  a  rule  of  this  magazine  that  all  ma- 

Pro]\[ptness.       terial  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Editor  at  least 

twenty  days  before  the  date  of  publication.

Some  good  points  are  presented  in  an  article  entitled  "Keeping 
Our  Alumni  Interested"  in  The  Shield  and  Diamond  of  H  K  A,  and 
we  clip  the  following  because  it  meets  our  idea  in  solving  the  prob- 
lem, in  a  measure  at  least: 

It  has  been  said  that  "for  every  trouble  under  the  sun,  there  is  a 
remedy  or  there  is  none."  So  there  must  be  some  remedy,  some- 
where, for  this  trouble.  But  the  very  best  means  of  all  is  prevention. 
The  active  chapter  can  i3revent  a  great  deal  of  this  trouble  by  prop- 
erly instructing  the  initiates  in  the  real  objects  of  the  fraternity.  As 
a  rule,  the  instruction  stops  on  the  night  of  the  initiation  and  the 
new  man  is  left  to  his  own  resources  to  find  out  all  that  his  fraternity 
stands  for.  This  is  not  right.  Instruction  should  be  kept  up  as 
long  as  a  man  stays  in  college,  and  when  he  leaves  it  is  likely  that 
he  will  not  soon  forget  the  lessons  taught  him. 

Now  if  the  man  has  already  graduated,  it  is  still  up  to  the  active 
chapter  to  keep  up  his  interest.  They  should  get  out  a  bulletin  at 
least  twice  a  year  telling  of  the  work  of  the  active  chapter  and  con- 
taining news  of  the  alumni.  As  a  rule  the  alumni  only  hear  from 
the  active  chapter  when  a  subscritpion  for  a  chapter  house,  or  dance, 
is  being  taken  up,  so  they  regard  all  communications  from  the  active 
chapter  with  suspicion.  This  suspicion  should  be  dispelled  and  the 
alumni  and  active  men  brought  in  closer  touch  with  each  other. 

"Toda) ,  in  the  few  colleges  which  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
visit,  and  in  all  others  with  which  I  am  acquainted,  the  fraternities 
can  at  least  tolerate  one  another.  But  we  want  something  greater  and 
deeper  than  mere  toleration  of  one  another  as  necessary  evils,  we 
desire  to  see  the  fraternities  welded  together  in  bonds  of  mutual  hel]3- 
fulness,  to  discuss  their  common  problems,  and  together  to  withstand 
and  defeat  any  attacks  made  upon  them  b}'  college  authorities,  promi- 
nent business  men,  malignant  newspapers  or  State  legislatures.'* — 
John  H.  Mifflin  in   The  Delta  V psilon  Quarterly. 
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"The  trial  of  the  fraternity  system  is  on,  the  jury  of  public  opinion 
is  hearing  evidence  every  day,  both  bad  and  good,  and  in  some 
places  a  verdict  has  already  been  rendered  antagonistic  to  the  system. 
Let  us  hold  a  heart  to  heart  consultation  *  *  *  and  bring  to  bear  our 
best  thought  and  resolutions  wrought  out  in  works  to  the  end  that 
when  the  trial  is  over  the  verdict  will  be  in  our  favor.  The  ideals  of 
our  bond  arei  high  and  we  can  only  maintain  them  by  individual 
care.  It  is  almost  always  the  individual  failure  which  causes  criti- 
cism and  antagonism  to  the  system.  If  every  Phi  lived  up  to  the 
contract  of  his  bond  and  men  of  other  fraternities  likewise  to  their 
obligations  there  would  be  no  anti-fraternitv  legislation  anvwhere.'*

chapter,  and  send  good  men  to  it  as  often  as  occasion  may  present.''

From  an  editorial  in  The  Caduceus  of  K  21  we  take  the  following: 
In  the  fraternity  school  for  life  a  man  should  select  some  one  edu- 
cation field  for  his  main  endeavor,  and  on  that  center  his  academic 
interest  so  that  he  may  become  proficient,  rather  than  superficial,  in 
at  least  one  branch  of  science,  art  or  education,  just  as  he  centers 
his  athletic  proclivities  on  some  one  sport.  Make  an  individual 
record  for  yourself!  If  every  fraternity  man  does  that  he  will  be 
proud  of  his  fraternity,  and  his  fraternity  will  be  proud  of  him. 

Our  fraternity  has  a  place  to  fill  in  the  college  world.  If  its  ideals 
stimulate  to  collective  effort  toward  distinction  in  the  paths  of  right 
truth,  honor  and  education,  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  fraternity 
to  serve  a  most  useful  purpose  among  educational  institutions.  If 
social  distinction,  athletic  prowess  and  official  political  recognition 
are  the  sole  aims  of  its  members,  the  fraternit}'  has  little  to  commend 
it  to  thinking  people.     Fully  recognizing  that  fraternities  are  no  better 
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than  their  members,  and  that  all  men  err,  we  yet  feel  that  fraternities 
have  done  much  to  stimulate  to  healthy  endeavor,  and  that  rarely 
have  chapter  ideals  been  otherwise  than  commendable. 


The  Scroll  of  ^  \  %  for  September,  1912,  contains  a  historical 
sketch  of  $  B  K  by  Walter  B.  Palmer.  This  sketch  shows  that 
<I>  B  K  is  not  only  the  "mother  of  fraternities"  in  being  the  first 
Greek  letter  college  society,  but  that  the  ''oath  of  fidelity,"  the 
"proper  and  saluntary  laws,"  signs,  grip,  badge,  order  of  exercises, 
meetings,  and  the  "forms  of  initiation"  (these  last  adopted  February 
27,  1779,)  are  the  ground  work  for  the  laws,  customs,  meetings  and 
rituals  of  the  modern  Greek  letter  college  fraternity.  The  article  is 
illustrated  by  several  pictures  reproduced  from  the  William  and  Mary 
College  Quarterly  Historical  Magazine  of  April,  1896.  The  article 
points  out  that  "all  accounts  (of  <i>  B  K)  published  before  1896  con- 
tain many  erroneous  statements,"  so  that  any  one  specially  interested 
in  college  fraternity  history  will  be  greatly  aided  in  the  reading  of 
this  article  and  the  authorities  referred  to  therein. 


From  the  address  of  President  W.  H.  P.  Faunce,  of  Brown  Univer- 
sity, (who  has  been  very  prominent  in  the  discussions  of  the  inter - 
fraternity  conferences)  on  the  "Faculty  and  Fraternity"  before  the 
National  Education  Association,  reproduced  in  The  Garnet  and 
White  of  A  X  P,  we  take  the  following: 

The  true  attitude  of  the  faculty  is  that  of  attempt  at  sympathetic 
understanding,  constant  consultation  and  endeavor  to  enlist  frater- 
nity support  in  the  best  movements  in  college  life.  This  is  not  the 
easiest  method  of  dealing  with  the  situation,  but  is  the  only  one  that 
can  give  enduring  results.  To  announce  rules,  and  punish  theii' 
infringement,  is  always  easier  than  to  bring  men  into  cordial 
sympathy. 

But  the  modern  college  students  has  both  limitless  power  of  re- 
sistance to  official  pronouncement  and  limitless  power  of  response  to 
appeal  for  loyalty  and  co-operation.  The  entire  movement  of  college 
life  today  is  toward  some  form  of  student  self-government.  The 
movement  is  often  most  effective  when  quite  informal.  There  need 
be  no  "senate"  or  "council"  or  "senior  society"  or  "honor  system^," 
but  there  may  be,  and  should  be,  a  steady  appeal  from  faculty  to 
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students  for  aid  in  maintaining  desirable  traditions,  worthy  ideals, 
and  crushing  out  all  that  is  base  and  mean.  The  student  response  to 
such  appeal  is  sometimes  surprising.  Students  are  usually  far  more 
severe  than  faculties  in  meeting  out  punishment  for  real  offenses. 
They  are  far  more  effective  than  any  police  in  maintaining  order, 
more  effective  than  any  preacher  in  upholding  ideals. 

When  made  serious  by  acceptance  of  responsibility  for  his  fellows 
the  American  student  becomes  the  ally  of  all  that  is  most  desirable 
in  college  life,  and  the  mainstay  of  the  administration.  *     >h     *     * 

But  the  assertion  of  this  unlimited  power  (to  control  the  students' 
habits  and  conduct)  is  another  'matter.  Happy  is  the  institution 
where  the  bald  assertion  of  power  is  never  made,  where  authority  is 
so  exercised  that  the  students  are  unconscious  of  it,  where  the  students 
are  so  consulted  and  advised  and  quietly  led  toward  worthy  standards 
that  they  seem-  to  make  the  laws  which  they  obey.  Happy  is  the 
institution  where  the  students  in  a  fraternity  house  voluntarily  adopt 
the  ideals  of  the  college  faculty  and  reject  all  else.  Men  may  do  as 
they  please  when  they  please  to  do  right. 


The  Caduceus  of  K  S  reproduces  an  article  by  William  R.  Spinney 
in  The  Intercollegiate.     We  quote  part  of  the  closing  paragraph : 

The  real  work  of  bringing  the  fraternities  together  in  the  practical 
solution  of  difficulties  remains  for  the  under-graduates  to  perform. 
If  the  fraternities  are  to  have  a  new  awakening  to  the  healthy  and 
progressive  growth  which  is  essential  to  avoid  outside  interference, 
every  student  member  must  recognize  his  responsil>ility  for  the  cor- 
rection of  the  fraternity  evils  existing  in  his  coUge.  He  must  exert 
himself  for  the  realization  of  more  inter-fraternity  co-operation  in 
solving  the  particular  problems  inherent  in  the  characteristics  of  his 
own  college  environment.  If  he  does  this  the  fraternity  question  is 
well  on  the  road  to  solution.  If  he  does  not  do  this,  all  the  preaching 
and  directing  of  a  thousand  inter-fraternity  councils  cannot  alter 
a  single  practical  inter-fraternity  relation.  The  ultimate  responsi- 
bility lies  wholly  and  entirely  with  the  under-graduate  fraternity  man. 
And  so  his  duty  lies  clear  before  him.  Let  him  forget  his  old  pre- 
judices, discard  his  old  practices  and  strive  henceforth  to  bring  his 
chapter  into  perfect  understanding  and  hearty  co-operation  with  every 
other  chapter  in  his  college.  Then  shall  many  of  the  fraternity  evils 
be  no  more. 
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THE  GREEK  LETTER  SOCIETIES. 

It  will  be  surprising  to  a  great  many  people  to  learn  that  there 
are  in  American  college  today  2,500  chapters  of  Greek  letter  frater- 
nities, that  these  chapters  in  their  time  have  initiated  389,000  men, 
and  that  they  own  propery  valued  at  least  at  about  $15,000,000. 
Much  has  been  written  of  college  ''frats."  They  have  sometimes 
been  regarded  as  destroyers  of  higher  scholastic  standards,  have  often 
been  accused  of  being  potent  influences  for  evil,  and  occasionally  have 
been  charged  with  fostering  among  their  members  a  spirit  of  snob- 
bishness and  hostility  to  all  things  pertaining  to  the  general  good  of 
the  schools. 

Many  who  have  studied  the  question  of  fraternities  in  school  be- 
lieve them  to  be  of  benefit  instead  of  harm.  The  fraternity  system, 
with  its  tremendous  membership  of  educated  and  enlightened  men 
and  its  vast  financial  resources  can  be  made  an  enormous  force  for 
good  or  for  ill.  The  duty  of  the  present  is  to  see  that  they  develop 
along  lines  that  will  not  interfere  with  academic  democracy  and  inter- 
collegiate prosperity. — The   Washington  Herald. 


"We  read  in  some  of  the  popular  periodicals  about  the  luxurious 
homes  of  the  college  fraternities.  We  find  an  attempt  to  crusade 
against  what  is  termed  needless  extravagance  among  'boys  who  are 
sent  to  college  to  learn  something  and  not  to  squander  their  parents' 
money.'  We  are  told  that  the  fast  life  led  by  these  young  men  ren- 
ders them  unfit  for  future  service;  that  it  breeds  snobbishness  among 
the  favored  few  and  socialism  among  the  less  fortunte.  Although  we 
must  suffer  from  the  unjust  attacks  of  the  over-zealous  iconoclast, 
who  is  w^ell  paid  for  what  he  writes,  we  smile  as  we  read  what  he 
endeavors  to  apply  to  fraternities  everywhere  after  having  observed 
only  a  few  notorious  chapters  and  a  few  clubs  that  are  not  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  national  fraternity  organization.  We  would  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  have  him  live  with  us  awhile  in  a  real  chapter 
home — and  we  know  that  this  would  take  the  sting  from  his  pen 
besides  greatly  reducing  his  earning  capacity  as  a  writer  on  this  sub- 
ject."— Charles  P.   ]yood  in  The  Record  of  S  A  E. 


In  the  September  issue  of  The  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly,  Howard 
F.  Ohm,  Wisconsin,  '13   (law),  has  set  forth  the  results  of  his  inves- 
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tigation  among  the  various  chapters  of  that  fraternity  of  the  methods 
of  maintaining  the  scholarship  standard.  Delta  Upsilon's  ideal  is 
"not  the  attainment  of  scholarship  honors  and  the  establishment  of 
a  standard,  but  the  preservation  of  the  standard  which  has  always 
been  established."  The  prominent  features  of  the  methods  which 
several  chapters  have  used  in  order  to  maintain  this  standard,  and 
the  results  obtained,  are  described.  In  tv;o  tables  he  has  presented 
some  comparison  of  the  plans  and  results  in  the  various  chapters. 
He  also  reproduces  two  forms  which  were  used  with  a  good  deal  of 
success  by  the  Cornell  and  Chicago  chapters.  Delta  Upsilon,  in  the 
interest  of  chapter  efficiency,  is  now  devoting  some  attention  to  this 
matter  of  scholarship — and  as  we  all  know  it  has  a  record  in  this 
regard  of  which  it  can  be  justly  proud — and  this  "taking  stock"  by 
Mr.  Ohm  should  be  of  immense  benefit  to  the  fraternity's  officers. 
In  fact,  the  article  is  interesting  and  helpful  to  any  one  engaged  in 
fraternity  work,  grand  officer  or  chapter  member. 


Too  much  stress  cannot  be  put  upon  the  ideas  set  forth  in  the  f?!- 
lowing  editorial  which  appeared  in  The  Record  of  S  A  E: 

The  chapter  meeting  should  be  a  place  where  the  principles  of  the 
fraternity  are  to  be  emulated.  It  should  be  a  place  for  instruction, 
both  moral  and  educational.  It  should  be  a  place  where  the  chapter 
members  meet  on  a  common  basis  of  brotherhood — where  all  petty 
grievances,  selfishness  and  covetousness  are  banished  from  the  mind. 
It  should  be  a  place  where  love  reigns  supreme  and  permeates  the 
heart  of  every  one.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  members  should 
develop  a  forlorn  look  of  piety  nor  assume  a  false  sense  of  duty  to 
each  other  and  the  college;  but  it  does  mean  the  reflection  of  all  that 
is  good  and  manly.  The  original  minutes  of  our  first  chapter  show 
the  genuineness  of  the  founders.  They  were  delightfully  human 
and  possessed  due  regard  for  the  serious  purposes  of  the  fraternity 
and  of  the  college — the  fraternity  to  develop  manliness  and  friend- 
ship— the  college  to  give  a  proper  vision  of  the  world  and  its 
problems. 

Our  chapter  meetings  today  emphasize  the  basis  of  friendship, 
and  manliness,  but  we  believe  they  fail  to  put  sufficient  stress  upon 
the  educational  side.  As  in  the  olden  days,  would  not  the  meetings 
be  more  beneficial  and  more  interesting  if  an  essay  or  an  original 
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paper  were  read  at  each  meeting?  We  are  firm  believers  in  having 
literary  exercises  and  discussions  as  a  part  of  every  meeting.  It  can- 
not be  otherwise  than  beneficial. 


Dr.  George  E.  Howard,  professor  of  political  science  and  soci- 
ology at  the  University  of  Nebraska,  denounced  organized  "rooting," 
particularly  during  inter-collegiate  games.  "Parisian  cheering."  he 
said,  "is  a  singular  example  of  mental  perversion,  an  absurd  and 
immoral  custom.  From  every  aspect  it  is  bad.  It  robs  the  athlete 
of  his  due  meed  of  honest  praise.  Morally  it  is  on  the  level  with 
the  'jimmy'  and  the  'toe  hold,'  the  stuffed  ballot  box  or  the  campaign 
canard." — The  Caduceus  of  K  2. 


"Young  men  are  sent  to  college  to  fit  themselves  for  duties  of  citi- 
zenship. Unless  the  fraternity  aids  in  acquiring  those  characteristics 
and  traits  necessary  for  making  good  citizens  it  is  a  failure.  Many 
fraternity  men  assume  a  false  attitude  towards  the  college  by  making 
their  fraternity  life  paramount  to  all  other  college  activities.  We  have 
always  maintained  that  the  duty  to  the  college  is  the  most  important — 
and  that  by  conforming  to  regulations  of  the  college  make  better 
fraternity  men.  The  successful  college  man  is  the  one  who  intelli- 
gently passes  the  college  work  and  participates  in  all  of  the  wholesome 
college  activities. 

"Loyalty  to  the  college  cannot  interfere  with  one's  loyalty  to  the 
fraternity  and  the  first  is  a  necessary  foundation  for  the  latter.  Have 
you  ever  known  of  a  good  fraternity  man  who  flunked  in  his  studies? 
You  may  have  known  a  rounder  who  thought  he  was  getting  along 
because  he  fooled  the  professors,  but  don't  worry — the  day  of  reckon- 
ing is  ever  at  hand.  Get  a  good  start  with  your  college  work.  Don't 
be  one  of  those  troubled  with  weak  eyes  and  be  sent  home  to  recu- 
perate, but  somehow,  never  return.  Chapter  success  depends  upon 
work  and  determination.  Don't  be  a  quitter." — The  Record  of 
2  A  E. 


"Colleges  and  college  fraternities  have  recently  come  under  rather 
severe  criticism  as  a  result  of  Mr.  Owen  Johnson's  'Stover  at  Yale,' 
and  his  subsequent  articles  in  Collier's  Magazine.  Our  colleges  as 
permitting  their  existence,  and  our  fraternities  as  the  direct  means. 
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(are  accused  of  fostering  class  distinctions,  promoting  luxury  and 
snobbery-,  and  in  short  of  perverting  our  entire  educational  system 
until  today  a  college  degree  is  said  merely  to  represent  social  accept- 
ability instead  of  any  intellectual  attainment.  That  there  is  some 
excuse  for  this  attack  any  one  at  all  familiar  with  college  fraternities 
will,  we  believe,  admit.  Too  often  does  a  chapter  of  a  general  fra- 
ternity, composed  as  it  is  in  our  larger  universities,  of  men  pursuing 
entirely  different  lines  of  work,  with  no  intellectual  community  of 
interests,  degenerate  into  a  purely  social  club  in  which  idleness  and 
luxury  are  fostered.  This  is  more  apt  not  to  be  the  case  in  chapters 
of  a  professional  fraternity.  In  such,  the  members  are  linked  together 
not  alone  by  fraternal  ties,  but  by  the  pursuit  of  the  same  studies, 
all  tending  toward  the  same  end — proficiency  in  the  profession. 
Thus,  there  is  doubtless  much  more  common  discussion  of  pro- 
fessional subjects  among  the  members — the  chapter  is  more  often  an 
adjunct  to  the  college  in  the  sense  that  professional  problems  are 
rehashed  and  clarified.  The  pursuit  of  the  same  studies  also  tends 
to  produce  among  the  members  competition  for  scholastic  standing;. 
While  we  feel  that  professional  fraternities  are  not  entirely  free  from 
the  criticisms  that  Mr.  Owen  Johnson  and  others  have  made  against 
fraternities  in  general,  still  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that  they  arc 
not  as  vulnerable  as  are  the  purely  general  fraternities;  that  if  it 
came  to  a  question  of  proving  their  right  to  exist  the  professional 
fraternities  would  have  a  much  easier  task  before  them  than  would 
the  general  ones.^''— Delta  Chi  Quarterly. 
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At  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  a  new  physics  building  has 
been  completed  and  ground  will  soon  be  broken  for  a  chemistry 
building. 


Dr.  Stratton  D.  Brooks  was,  on  October  12,  1912,  inaugurated  as 
president  of  the  University  of  Oklahoma. 


A  new  $75,000  Y.  ]M.  C.  A.  building  was  formally  opened  at  the 
beginning  of  this  school  year  at  the  Georgia  School  of  Technology. 
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Indiana  University  inaugurated  this  fall  extension  work  similar  to 
that  in  operation  at  the  Universiy  of  Wisconsin.  This  work  will  permit 
a  non-resident  student  to  carry  courses  in  the  university  by  corres- 
pondence, but  examinations  must  be  taken  at  the  university.  Two 
years'  credit  towards   a  degree  may  thus  be  obtained. 


Miami  L^niversity  has  erected  a  dormitory  for  man  and  residence 
in  this  dormitory  is  compulsory  for  all  first-year  men. 


At  its  1912  commencement  Gettysburg  College  announced  a  gift 
of  $50,000  to  its  endowment  fund. 


Plans  are  being  worked  out  at  the  University  of  Alabama  to  bring 
all  fraternity  houses  upon  the  campus.  It  is  reported  that  locations 
may  be  selected  at  the  beginnning  of  next  year. 

"During  the  year  1911-12  there  were  4,856  foreigners  enrolled 
as  regular  students  among  the  universities  and  colleges  of  the  United 
States.'' — The  University  Hatchet,  the  George  Washington  Univer- 
sitv. 


"The  first  annual  report  of  the  Student  Bureau  of  Self-Help  at 
Brown  University,"  says  an  exchange,  "shows  that  as  a  result  of  the 
year's  work  the  sum  of  $17,560.53  passed  directly  into  the  students' 
hands  through  the  activity  of  the  department.  Although  the  men  have 
not  in  all  cases  had  enough  money  to  be  wholly  comfortable,  not  one 
has  been  forced  to  leave  college  for  financial  reasons." 

It  is  reported  in  the  press  that  an  effort  is  to  be  made  before  the 
Legislature  of  Missouri  to  get  an  appropriation  for  the  establishment 
of  a  course  in  automobile  engineering  in  the  State  University. 


At  the  L'niversity  of  ]\Iaine  a  new  course  in  illuminating  has  been 
introduced. 


A  new  armory  is  in  course  of  construction  at  the  University  of 
Illinois.     Its  interior  dimensions  will  be  200  bv  350  feet. 
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The  registration   figures  for   Columbia  University  are   8,794,   for 
Harvard  4,194,  and  for  Princeton  about  1,700. 


Beginning  in  1914  two  years  of  college  work  will  be  required  for 
entrance  upon  the  engineering  courses  at  Columbia  University. 


All  student  social  affairs,  participated  in  by  both  women  and  men, 
at  the  University  of  Maine  hereafter,  will  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
faculty  committee  on  social  affairs. 


Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  has  announced  a  ten-weeks' 
course,  beginning  January  6th,  in  practical  subjects,  such  as  soil 
fertility,  crops,  dairying,  feeding,  poultry,  fruit  growing,  etc.  Each 
particular  course  lasts  only  a  few  days,  so  that  one  interested  in  any 
particular  subject  will  be  required  to  stay  away  from  his  home  and 
business  onlv  a  verv  limited  time. 


An  inventory  of  the  equipment  and  supplies  of  the  University  of 
^linnesota  shows  that  to  be  valued  at  nearly  $2,000,000. 


At  the  University  of  Wisconsin  this  year  a  course  on  prices  and 
the  cost  of  living,  in  charge  of  Prof.  R.  H.  Hess,  is  being  given,  and 
prices  and  marketing  conditions  in  the  United  States  during  the  last 
twent\'  vears  will  be  studied. 


It  is  reported  in  the  press  that  the  trustees  of  Trinity  College  have 
voted  to  raise  $1,000,000  to  increase  the  endowment  fund  of  the  col- 
lege and  to  build  a  library  and  administration  building,  a  dormitory 
and  an  experiment  building.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  one  of  the  trus- 
tees, has  offered  to  furnish  the  money  ^or  the  library  and  adminis- 
tration building,  to  be  called  "Williams  Hall,"  in  memory  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  John  Williams,  D.  D.,  a  former  bishop  of  the  Episcopal 
Church   of   Connecticut. 


"From  June  30,  1910,  to  June  30.  1911,  nineteen  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  United  States  ceased  to  be  denominational  and  be- 
came   non-denominational    institutions.      Six    were    Congregational, 
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three  Baptist,  three  Presbyterian,  two  Universalist,  two  Reformed, 
two  ^Methodist  Episcopal,  and  one  Friends.  Only  one  of  them,  Cum- 
berland University  of  Tennessee,  was  in  the  South.  So  great  is  the 
temptation  of  the  financial  aid  of  foundations  and  so  many  the  fish 
that  bite  at  the  bait." — The  Caduceus  of  K  S. 


A  new  veterinary  science  building  has  recently  been  completed  at 
Iowa  State  College,  the  campus  drives  asphalted,  and  a  new  gymna- 
sium will  be  completed  by  the  first  of  February. 


Knox  College,  Galesburg,  111.,  celebrated  its  diamond  anniversary 
at  its  commencement  last  spring.  Over  fifty  colleges  and  universities 
had  delegates  present.  From  the  chapter  correspondence  in  The 
Scroll  of  $  A  ©  we  take  the  following : 

"Knox  College  and  the  City  of  Galesburg  were  founded  in  1837 
by  a  band  of  settlers  from  New  York.  Their  primary  object  in  thus 
breaking  home  ties  and  traveling  a  thousand  miles  to  a  new  land  was 
the  founding  of  a  college  where  men  might  be  trained  to  lead  useful 
Christian  lives.  The  college  was  early  dedicated  to  the  teaching  of 
truth  and  consecrated  to  the  service  of  mar  kind  by  the  noble  men 
who  were  its  founders.  In  every  great  national  crisis  Knox  men 
have  never  failed  to  do  their  duty.  Her  sons  have  mounted  high  in 
every  department  of  life  and  her  record  as  an  educational  institution 
is  one  seldom  equaled  and  never  surpassed.  It  was  highly  fitting 
then  that  at  the  close  of  a  successful  year  Knox  should  celebrate  her 
seventy-fifth    birthday." 


"The  University  of  Cincinnati  will  this  fall  open  a  night  course 
which  will  include  every  subject  taught  in  the  regular  course  of  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts.  All  departments  will  be  open  without  cost 
to  residents  of  Cincinnati  and  teachers  in  the  schools  of  that  city. 
This  is  the  first  free  night  university  in  the  United  States." — The 
Caduceus  of  K  2. 

In  the  chapter  correspondence  in  Beta  Theta  Pi  it  is  stated  "that 
at  the  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  on  October  9th  radical 
changes  effecting  the  three  State  schools — Iowa  State  University,  Ames 
and  the  State  Normal  School — will  come  into  effect  in  the  fall  of 
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1913.  The  engineering  work  is  all  to  be  centered  at  Ames,  removing 
the  engineering  department  at  Iowa  City  to  Ames.  The  domestic 
science  and  general  science  courses  are  to  be  removed  from  Ames  to 
Iowa  City.  This  change  will  remove  all  the  girls  now  at  Ames  to 
Iowa  Citv,  making  Ames  a  strictlv  male  school." 


"There  has  just  been  organized  at  Bowdoin  College  a  society  open 
to  all  non-fraternity  students,  called  the  Bowdoin  Club,  with  the 
purpose  of  providing  the  social  advantages  of  fraternity  life  without 
the  necessary  expense.  The  college  has  rented  the  society  a  house 
at  a  nominal  figure  and  fitted  it  up  with  splendid  equipment  at  their 
own  expense.  At  Bow^doin  85  per  cent,  of  the  men  belong  to  frater- 
nities, and  this  new  society  will  organize  the  remaining  students  into 
practically  another  fraternity  unit.  A  significant  fact  concerning 
this  venture  is  that  the  agitation  for  it  was  started  by  fraternity  men 
themselves,  who  saw  the  glaring  inequality  in  social  standing  and 
advantages  existing  previously.  The  best  of  feeling  exists  between 
fraternities  at  present  and  this  good  feeling  will  be  extended  to  the 
new  society.  Bowdoin  is  working  out  the  fraternity  problem  in  an 
intelligent  way  and  making  them  count  for  much  positive  good  in 
college  life." — The  Caduceus  of  K  2. 


"The  University  of  Cincinnati  this  year  has  an  enrollment  of 
1,900,  which  is  by  far  the  largest  registration  on  record.  The  city 
council  granted  us  the  proceeds  of  a  bond  issue  of  $500,000  for  new 
building  and  a  concrete  Greek  stadium  around  part  of  our  athletic 
field.  Owing  to  threatened  initiative  and  referendum  petition,  how- 
ever, we  may  have  to  content  ourselves  with  some  $300,000." — Chap- 
ter correspondence,  Beta  Theta  Pi. 


Last  spring  the  University  of  Elaine  withdrew  from  the  New  Eng- 
land College  Entrance  Board,  and  consequently  now  accepts  the 
school  record  of  all  high  standard  preparatory  school  graduates  tor 
entrance  requirements.  This  was  done  under  the  approval  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


Alleghany  College  succeeded  last  spring  in  raising  $500,000  after 
a   heated    campaign,    which   now   makes    its    endowment    amount    lo 
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$1,000,000.  On  Saturday,  October  6th,  Alleghany  opened  Mont- 
gomery Field,  an  athletic  field  costing  $30,000,  which  had  been 
under  construction  for  some  time. 


A  new  science!  building  has  been  completed  at  Ohio  University 
and  classes  moved  into  it  this  fall. 


The  LTniversity  of  Washington  is  the  recepient  of  a  set  of  chimes, 
the  gift  of  Col.  Alden  J.  Blethen,  of  Seattle.  The  set  consists  of 
tw^elve  bells,  which  are  estimated  to  have  a  volume  of  sound  that 
can  be  heard  for  ten  miles.  They  were  installed  in  a  campanile  pre- 
pared for  them  and  were  formally  dedicated  on  October  2  2d. 
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''There  are  lone  chapters  of  national  fraternities  existing  at  four- 
teen colleges.  The  fraternities  occupying  these  uncompetited  fields 
are  K  A  at  Drury  and  Centenary,  A  T  Q  at  Simpson  and  Muhlen- 
berg, <f)2K  at  St.  Johns  (Md.)  and  Queens  (Ont),  SX  at  North 
Dakota  and  Southern  California,  2  A  E  at  Milliken  and  St.  Stephens, 
0  X  at  Rhode  Island  State,  S  $  E  at  Ohio  Northern,  S  N  at  Cornell 
(la.)  and  K  S  at  Lake  Forest." — The  Caduceus  of  K  S. 

The  meeting  of  the  Sixteenth  Grand  Chapter  of  21  N  is  scheduled 
to  meet  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  December  30,  31,  1912,  and  January  1,  1913. 

The  National  Convention  of  S  A  E  will  be  held  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  December  26,  27  and  28,  1912,  with  headquarters  at  the 
Hermitage  Hotel. 

A  T  has  a  new  house  at  Lafayette.  It  was  dedicated  June  17th 
last.     It  is  well  appointed  in  every  particular. 

The  Twenty-third  Biennial  Congress  of  A  TQ  will  convene  at 
Louisville,   Ky.,   on  December   27,    1912. 

At  the  University  of  Wisconsin  the  faculty  has  put  into  effect  the 
following  regulations  regarding  rushing: 

1.  No  person,  not  a  member  of  the  University  shall  be  pledged. 

2.  No  freshman  shall  lodge  or  board  in  a  fraternity  house. 

3.  No  student  shall  be  initiated  by  a  fraternity  while  on  proba- 
tion. 
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4.  No  person  shall  be  initiated  until  the  beginning  of  his  sopho- 
more year. 

5.  None  but  sophomores  or  upper  classmen  may  affiliate  with  a 
chapter  of  his  fraternity. 

These  rules  are  supplemented  by  an  inter- fraternity  agreement 
adding  these  rules. 

1.  There  shall  be  no  ostentatious  rushing  at  any  time. 

2.  'No  rushing  whatsoever  shall  take  place  during  the  first 
semester. 

3.  No  invitation  to  membership  shall  be  extended  to  any  fresh- 
man until  four  weeks  from  the  first  day  of  the  rushing  period. 

$  (i)  O  has  announced  a  postponement  of  its  national  convention 
from  November  25-29,  1912,  to  the  w^eek  beginning  December  30, 
1912,  including  New  Year's  Day.  The  convention  is  to  be  held  at 
Chicago. 

The  fraternities  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  have  "agreed 
to  disagree."  The  inter-fraternity  agreement  which  was  adopted  last 
year  by  a  majority  of  the  fraternities  :it  that  institution  has  been 
annulled  by  a  great  many  of  those  who  entered  into  it,  with  the  re- 
sult that  competition  between  the  various  fraternities  is  again  unre- 
stricted. 

The  Columbus,  Ohio,  Alumni  Chapter  of  S  N  sent  out,  during 
the  past  summer,  a  card  to  each  of  the  nearly  four  hundred  S  N's 
in  Ohio,  calling  for  data  about  any  young  men  of  their  acquaintance 
expecting  to  enter  college  this  fall.     The  data  asked  was  along  the 
line  usually  sought  for  by  an  active  chapter  in  rushing  new  mem- 
bers.    Accompanying  the  card  was  a  letter,  which  urged  the  alumnus 
to  take  a  little  time  to  learn  of  vouna;  men  about  to  enter  culleue,  to 
get  the  information  desired,  and  to  send  the  card  to  the  Columbus 
Alumni    Chapter    Secretary.      The   latter   promised   to   send   the   in- 
formation to  the   college   w^hich  the  young  man  proposed  to  enter, 
whether  in  Ohio  or  elsewhere,  for  the  benefit  of  the  local  2  N  chapter 
in  rushing.     If  the  alumnus  knew  of  no  young  man  intending  to  enter 
college,  he  was  requested  to  answer  nevertheless  and  to  make  sug- 
gestions on  the  plan.     The  foregoing  seems  to  be  an  excellent  scheme 
for  co-operation  between  alumni  and  active  chapters.     While  it  re- 
quires the  alumnus  to  do  only  what  is  already  expected  of  him,  it 
reminds  him  of,  and  prompts  him  to  do  his  duty,  and  at  the  same 
time  keeps  the   active   chapter  posted  on   the  whereabouts   and   ad- 
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dresses  of  the  alumni.  It  also  may  result  in  getting  a  communica- 
tion from  an  alumnus  who  otherwise  would  never  write  to  an  officer 
of  the  fraternity  or  chapter. 

"Phi  Kappa  Delta  is  the  name  of  a  new  fraternity  which  has 
started  on  a  national  career.  It  was  organized  on  November  21, 
1907,  at  Louisiana  State  with  the  intention  of  securing  a  charter 
from  ^>  K  S.  After  learning  that  Louisiana  State  was  not  up  to 
the  constitutional  requirements  of  $  K  S,  it  determined  to  expand. 
Chapters  have  been  established  at  Tulane  and  Arkansas  and  there 
are  petitioners  at  several  institutions  in  the  Southwest.  The  mother 
chapter  will  be  the  governing  body  until  seven  chapters  have  been 
established,  when  a  convention  will  be  called.  The  badge  is  an 
inverted  battle-axe,  without  shaft,  bearing  an  elongated  shield  with 
a  raised  Capricorn.  The  colors  are  Columbia  blue  and  white." — The 
Cadiiceus  of  K  S. 

At  Amherst  ^  T  is  in  its  own  house,  and  $  A  0  has  broken  ground 
for  a  new  house,  to  be  ready  in  the  spring. 

B  0  n  is  erecting  a  new  house  at  Depauw^  University  and  also  at 
Northwestern  University. 

"It  may  be  of  interest,  that  Harvard  Law  School  is  represented 
by  the  following  fraternities:  $  F  A,  16  members;  A  K  E,  27 ;  S  A  E, 
20;  0  N  E,  11;  0  K  ^,  16;  A  T  Q,  5;  A  T  A,  12;  AA,(|)  ()?; 
B  0  n,  34.  The  attendance  of  the  school  has  been  cut  down  from 
809  to  738,  by  raising  the  requirements  for  a  degree — there  now- 
being  but  15  points  difference  between  passing  average  and  honor 
mark.  The  first  year  class  is  large  by  two  than  last  year." — Chapter 
Correspondence,  Beta  Theta  Pi. 

An  inter-fraternity  agreement  is  now  in  force  at  the  University 
of  Virginia  which  prohibits  the  extending  of  invitations  to  new  men 
before  November  15th. 

Last  May  the  fraternities  at  Washington  and  Lee  University  en- 
tered into  a  Pan-hellenic  agreement,  w^hich,  having  been  agreed  to 
by  the  faculty,  went  into  effect  this  fall.  According  to  the  agree- 
ment pledges  can  be  made  at  any  time,  but  no  one  can  be  initiated 
until  he  shall  have  passed  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  his  work  at  any 
one  examination.  The  registrar's  statement  must  be  the  evidence 
of  this  fact. 

At  the  last  convention  of  Z  T  A,  held  at  Old  Point  Comfort,  Vir- 
ginia,  June   26-28,    1912,   a  visiting  secretary  was  authorized,   who

One  of  our  other  pledges  has  left  ihe  university.  We  have  still 
two  pledges  out,  whom  we  will  take  in  at  our  spring  initiation.  Our 
chapter  roll  is  now  twenty-three,  in  cheerful  contrast  to  the  twelve 
with  which  we  started  the  year.  The  credit  for  our  success  in  this 
year's  "rushing"  is  due  in  large  measure  to  our  Vice-President, 
Brother  Ross  Johnson,  upon  whose  shoulders  fell  the  leadership  of 
the  chapter  during  that  season. 

In  the  class  elections  which  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  col- 
lege year  we  succeeded  in  getting  two  of  the  class  presidencies,  and 
in  consequence,  two  voted  in  the  association  of  class  presidents,  which 
is  the  controlling  body  in  all  student  affairs.

The  big  deficit  which  stood  in  the  way  a  year  ago 
was  cut  down  last  year  by  the  efforts  of  the  students  to  a  fourth  of 
its  original  size,  and  will  be  entirely  deared  off  during  the  present 
year.  The  newly  revived  but  vigorous  Athletic  Association  expects 
to  have  a  baseball  team  on  the  field  in  the  spring,  and  a  football 
team  by  next  fall.  With  athletics  new  vigor  will  be  given  to  all  the 
existing  activities,  we  confidently  expect;  and  the  experience  of  all 
colleges  seems  to  bear  us  out  on  this  point. 

Things  are  accordingly  in  a  formative  stage,  but  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
men  will  be  found  in  all  of  the  university  activities.  In  fact,  we 
have  been  pleased  to  note  among  the  brothers,  especially  our  new- 
brothers,  a  feeling  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  should  be  represented 
in  every  student  interest.

At  one  of  the  busiest  times  of  the  whole  year  California  Alpha 
again  sends  greetings  to  her  sister  chapters. 

It  is  indeed  a  busy  time,  being  the  ove  of  the  dreaded  mid-year 
final  examinations.  This  is  one  of  the  differences  between  this  and 
most  of  the  other  similar  institutions  especially  those  east  of  here. 
The  college  year  opens  about  the  middle  of  August  and  thus  enables 
one-half  year's  work  to  be  completed  before  the  Christmas  holidays. 
The  spring  semester  opens  from  the  tenth  to  the  fifteenth  of  January 
and  ends  about  May  15th.  Sixteen  weeks  are  given  over  to  regular 
classes  and  two  to  final  examinations.  We  have  just  completed  fifteen 
of  the  sixteen  weeks  of  study  and  are  lOw  crowding  hard  to  get  the 
finishing  touches  in  before  the  storm  hits  us.  There  has  been  a  general 
movement  among  the  fraternities  to  raise  their  scholastic  standing. 
Numerous  meetings  have  been  called  of  the  representatives  of  the 
various  houses  and  conferences  have  been  held  with  President  Wheeler 
and  other  officers  of  the  University.  The  plan  now  in  practice  in  some 
universities  may  be  adopted — that  of  publishing  the  list  of  the  houses 
with  their  respective  standings.  If  this  should  be  done  there  will  be 
considerable  turmoil  amongst  the  fraternities  and  it  will  in  general 
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raise  the  standards  by  several  per  cent.  It  will  jorobably  increase  our 
burden  as  well  if  we  maintain  the  same  place  on  the  list  that  we  al- 
ways have  held.  This  movement  only  increases  the  importance  of  the 
next  three  weeks  to  us  and  so  our  home  will  seem  more  like  the  home 
of  the  hermit  than  of  the  active  college  man. 

In  looking  over  events  which  have  passed  since  the  last  l-sue 
of  the  Journal  we  wish  to  linger  for  a  moment  on  our  third  annual 
installation  banquet.  It  was  held  at  Jules'  Cafe  in  San  Francisco  on 
the  night  of  November  8th.  Besides  the  usual  interests  in  affairs  of 
this  sort  we  mixed  with  it  business  of  extreme  importance  to  this  chap- 
ter. A  special  effort  was  made  to  bring  the  alumni  back  and  to  renew 
their  interests  and  enthusiasm  in  the  fraternity.  A  definite  stand  was 
taken  and  a  general  plan  adopted  whereby  we  may  build  a  chapter 
house.  The  plans  were  not  laid  down  definitely  but  different  points 
were  segregated  and  a  principle  fully  decided  upon.  The  enthusiasm 
that  was  shown  by  both  alumni  and  active  members  present  suggests 
that  there  will  be  something  doing  very  soon.  I  think  a  very  good 
slogan  for  the  movement  is  "A  new  House  in  1915."  We  were  ver\ 
glad  to  welcome  back  all  of  the  alumni  among  whom  was  Brother 
Sorenson,  a  former  star  of  the  gridiron.  "Sowey"  acted  as  toast- 
master  and  certainly  kept  things  moving.  ^Another  very  welcome  face 
was  that  of  ]Major  A.  S.  Leete  of  t  he  Vermont  Alpha,  now  at 
Burlingame,  California.  We  would  like  to  compliment  that  chapter 
on  the  man  for  he  impressed  every  one  here  very  much  by  his  apparent 
deep  interest  in  the  fraternity. 

The  day  following  the  banquet  was  the  annual  intercollegiate  foot- 
ball game  with  Stanford.  This  was  another  strong  drawing  card  to 
bring  our  alumni  back  to  the  bay  region.  The  game  was  very  unique. 
Nothing  like  it  had  ever  been  witnessed  on  this  coast  before.  For 
nearly  a  week  previous  there  was  a  continual  downpour  of  rain.  Evei) 
the  morning  of  the  game  it  poured  and  it  is  not  hard  to  imagine  the 
condition  the  field  w'as  in.  x\ll  loose  vlirt  had  been  scraped  oft'  and 
the  hard  clay  bed  was  left  to  play  on.  There  was  too  much  water  for 
the  drain  pipes  to  carry  away  and  as  a  result  the  game  resembled  a 
series  of  naval  operations.  The  afternoon  was  clear  however  and  the 
bleachers  and  standing  room  were  crowded.  After  five  minutes  of 
play  you  could  not  distinguish  one  player  from  another  which  made 
the  game  of  rugby  almost  impossible  and  gave  the  referee  a  real  puzzle 
to  judge  oft  side  plays.     The  game  resulted  in  a  3 — .S  score,  w^liich 
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taken  as  a  whole  was  very  satisfactory,  although  we  hate  to  see  an 
opportunity  pass  to  chalk  up  another  victory. 

The  various  members  oi  the  house  have  been  quite  busy  this 
semester.  Brother  Cochran  was  elected  treasurer  of  the  Junior  Class, 
which  is  quite  important  this  year  due  to  the  big  "Junior  Day"  ex- 
penditures and  revenues.  Brother  Shatuck  captained  the  Junior  Inter- 
class  handicap  track  team  and  captured  his  event  by  throwing  the 
rammer  160  feet,  three  inches.  He  has  reached  the  170  feet  mark 
already  this  fall  in  practice  and  wath  five  months  ahead  of  him  he 
ought  to  make  some  good  records  in  the  meets  next  spring.  Brother 
Crabbe  easily  won  the  annual  cross-country  run  this  fall.  Both 
Brothers  Craljbe  and  Shattuck  will  try  to  return  to  California  a  victor 
for  the  second  time  in  the  western  conference  meet  next  spring.  Crabbe 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Interscholastic  Tournament  Committee.  This 
tournament  last  year  included  only  track  and  field  events  and  brought 
together  some  three  hundred  and  fifty  preparatory  school  athletes.  Next 
they  intend  to, include  such  sports  as  swimming,  tennis,  wrestling,  etc., 
and  if  possible,  baseball.  This  has  been  the  biggest  affair  of  its  sort 
on  the  Pacifi.c  Coast  for  the  past  two  years  and  if  nothing  happens 
to  the  plans  it  will  certainly  develop  to  double  or  triple  its  importance. 
Brother  Switzer  has  been  elected  secretary  of  the  Associated  Students 
of  Hasting's  School  of  Law  (Affiliated).  Up  to  the  present  he  has 
been  a  student  in  the  academic  colleges  at  Berkley,  but  this  year  be 
transferred  in  order  that  he  might  hasten  his  degree  as  a  lawyer. 
Brother  Attix  has  a  seat  on  the  "Freshy  Glee"  Committee.  The  Glee 
is  the  only  formal  all-college  dance  of  Ihe  spring  semester  except  the 
senior  ball  which  comes  after  graduation  exercises.

We  were  honored,  at  the  fall  elections  ro  the  honorary  scholarship 
fraternity.
